That is according 
to the latest reports from Washington

with Washington experts. While the 
progress of the negofiations has been 
held secret, it is clear that it hasn't 
been easy sailing for our representa: 
tives. While our treaty has been und 
er negotiations an agreemént between 
the United States and the United 
Kingdom has also been discussed. The 
two agreements are distinet, but it is 
obvious that each has a bearing on 
the other as readier access to the 
British market is desired by the Un- 
ited States and Canada enjoys pre 
ferences in that market under the 
British Empire trade agreements. 
With the long drawn out negotiations 
it is natural that M1 sorts of rumors 
have been current of sacrifices made 
by Canada in preferences and of com 
pensatory concessions in the tariffs 
of the United States. Mr King, the 
Prime Minister, however, — recently 
Stated that “We have given up noth- 
ing, and nothing bas been decided 
yet.” So there the matter must rest 
until the pact is completed and its 
provisions madé public.

If today we had to rely on the old-time cradle methods of cutting and garner- 
Ing the crop, It would take every able-bodied man in every province of our Dominion 


to harvest the averoge wheat crop of Western Canada. Thanks, however, te 
modern farm machinery, with practically no seasonal increase In hired labor, the 
farmer is able to take care of even the heaviest of harvests. The making of the 
machines for harvesting is but a transference of labor from the field to the factory, 


Instead of the short seasonal engagement during the rush days of harvest, 
the implement worker is given longer periods of employment, and the days he 
spends in making farm equipment lessens the number of men required in the farm 
field. Thus, these men, during the winter months, help make short work of garnerin: 
greater crops during the few and fleeting days of harvest season, and so many 
the men thus engaged have themselves come from farm homes.
